Albert Brandes and his wife are noiu confined in the, County Jail on suspicion of having caused 


the death of Lillian Brandes, their sixteen-year-old daughter. The evidence that a murder -was 
committed is very complete. The question now is to find the guilty party. This will lie the task of the 
Coroner's jury at the investigation this evening.

One 
part was made of a checked gingham 
apron .with-'dark brown lines running 
at right .angles.

with the other apron, which was of a 
white, thin gauay,. material. The ends

certain that it required more strength to 
make it than was possessed by a tender, 
fragile littlo girl. Tha light, white apron 
gave no indication of 'having been rcund- 
'eil up Into a rope. If it had bc«n used in 
that way tho creases in it would ba in 
wavy lines, whereas She creases in it are 
perpendicular. 
This apron hung in a 
straight line beside tho post of the betl. 
It hung in that position when it was seen 
first by the Deputy Cortmr and Dr. Whit- 
worth. This white, apron Should have 
contained the slip-knot' if such a device 
were u*efl. But there was no evidence 
that such a knot had ever been there, and 
indeed it was difficult to see how the g-irl 
could have used the cloth and so fix it 
round the neck as to cause strangulation. 
The whole design, so far as it went gave 
evidence of having been mtiile by a ma- 
turer mirid and stronger hands than those 
of a delicate girl of 16 years.
